CSULB researchers test local kelp forests for radioactive isotopes. 


al State Long Beach 
marine biology  re- 
searchers took to the 


sea Thursday to collect sam- 
ples from local kelp forests 
that would be tested for radioac- 
tive contamination from Japan’s 
2011 Fukushima nuclear disaster. 
CSULB marine biology gradu- 
ate students Connor White and 
Dan Crear led the expedition, 
along with a separate boat trans- 
porting CSULB professor Ste- 
ven Manley and media members

from ABC, NBC, the Long Beach 
Press-Telegram and public radio 
station KRCW. 

Approximately 1.5 miles off the 
Long Beach shoreline, students 
collected more than 14 pounds of 
kelp that were then taken back to 
a CSULB lab. The sample will 
be dried and pulverized into a 
fine powder before it is sent to the

——_ Laboratory to be tested for ra- 


dioactive isotopes. 

Samples will be collected 
and dried at three labs in Cali- 
fornia, including CSULB, San Di- 
ego State University and the CSU 
Moss Landing Marine Labora- 
tories, located in Monterey Bay, 
which is a consortium of seven 

CSU campuses, Manley said. 
Thursday’s kelp sampling is the

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Pow Wow brings dance, 
food, culture to campus 


The celebration is 
the largest event of 
its kind in Southern 
California.

Dream catchers swayed in the wind, 
and drumbeats filled the air as hun- 
dreds gathered to celebrate the 44th an- 
nual Pow Wow at Cal State Long Beach 
this weekend. 

Master of ceremonies John Dawson 
said the Pow Wow generates a common 
interest among students and reminds 
people that “Native Americans are 
strong and only getting stronger.” 

“More Native Americans are getting 
into higher education and going into ar- 
eas they want to pursue,” Dawson said. 

Dawson, a member of the Apache 
Nation from the San Carlos Reserva- 
tion in Arizona, said he has been at- 
tending the Pow Wow for as long as he 
can remember. This was his last year 
serving as the event’s emcee. 

“They wanted me to do it again, but I 
said, ‘No, this needs some new blood,” 
Dawson said. “The fact that we’re ... 
coming together, creating new bonds, 
reconnecting with old friends, listening 
to the drums ... that’s satisfying to me.” 

The Pow Wow, introduced in the 
late 1960s, is a sacred celebration in 
remembrance of the ancient Gabrieli- 
no-Tongva village and burial site, Pu-

vungna, which sits near the Earl Burns 
Japanese Garden, according to the 
event’s program. 

Native Americans of all ages danced 
alongside each other in the dance arena 
while wearing ornately decorated rega- 
lia or emblematic clothing. While some 
Native Americans competed in dance 
categories based on age, others joined 
the open dances where everyone per- 
formed their unique styles. 

At the event, vendors sold handmade 
jewelry, dream catchers and clothing, 
all of which attracted visitors. Long 
food lines indicated that many were 
excited about the Indian fry bread, a

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some Cal State University students are concerned by new fees 


“Student Success Fees” 
are cropping up at 
several CSU campuses.

Despite the Cal State University sys- 
tem-wide tuition freeze, several cam- 
puses are seeing new “Student Success 
Fees” that are leaving some students 
asking for more transparency. 

Nine campuses, including Cal State 
Long Beach, have implemented man- 
datory Student Success Fees that CSU 
leaders say are needed to cover student 
programs, technologies and class offer- 
ings that would otherwise be eliminated. 

Before former CSULB President F. 
King Alexander left for Louisiana State 
University last spring, he increased the 


CSULB Student Excellence Fee by $79 
per semester, bringing it up to $173 per 
semester. 

Five other campuses, including San 
Diego State University, Cal State Fuller- 
ton and Cal State Dominguez Hills, are 
looking to implement similar fees. 

Sophomore marketing major 
Karmine Tawagon said students 
should be able to vote on all new 
fees and increases. 

“I don’t know about other 
campuses because what their 
students can afford might be 
different with what we can af- 
ford, but [at CSULB] it seems 
like they’re doing the increases 
all at the same time,” Tawagon 
said. “We'll get a better experi- 
ence, but students can’t focus if they’re 
so worried about finding money to pay 
for college.” 

Associated Students Inc. Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon Bolin said that although 
it would be ideal for students to vote on 


such fees, student voting could cause 
proposed fee increases to fail. 

“Tt would be great if all students were 
informed enough and saw the value in 
the fees to vote ‘yes’ for it, but in reality 
I don’t think that would actually hap-

pen,” Bolin said. 

Bolin also said that while some stu- 
dents don’t want to pay more in fees, 
others are complaining about areas 
where the campus is lacking. 

“Students complain about bottleneck 


Executive Director Miles Nevin said the 
main issue being discussed by CSSA is the 
lack of financial support from the state. 
“Tt’s ironic that there are so many 
critics of these fees when these fees are 
designed to do what the state is not do- 


ing,” Nevin said. “Most of our conver- 
sations are about academic success and 
completion and students getting classes 
they need to graduate. All of those un- 
fortunate experiences come from the 
fact that the system is not funded at the 
level that it should be.” 

While some CSU campuses 
have not made any move regard- 
ing new fees or fee increases, 
senior psychology major Andrew 
Kang said campuses could help 
better inform students about fee 
decisions by explaining where the 
money is going. 

“There should be a source, 
both privatized and within the 
school, that displays how student 
excellence fees affect you,” Kang 
said. “It’s a matter of how effective these 
fees are, whether you actually benefit as 
an individual student, or whether- the 
benefits go to something else ... as for 
now, I’m just not really sure where the 
money is going.”

traditional Native American treat. 

Junior film and geography major 
Christopher Gaw and his girlfriend, 
junior microbiology major Mitzi Tor- 
res, have attended the event since their 
freshman year and said the fry bread is 
one thing that keeps them coming back. 

“We like looking at the cultural stuff 
... but the fry bread is really good,” 
Gaw said. “It might be a tie between the 
food and the artwork.” 

Graduate student Cynthia Truewor- 
thy said she has made sure to visit the 
Pow Wow every year since her sopho- 
more year. 

“T think it’s really important to cel- 
ebrate where you come from,” Truewor- 
thy said. “It represents togetherness.” 

For 19-year-old Shiigo Yellowhorse, 
lead singer of the intertribal group Wild 
Horse Singers and Dancers, the event is 
a great time for reconnection. She said 
a lot of people travel to the Pow Wow 
from other states, such as Montana and 
Arizona. 

“My sister is head woman dancer, 
and a lot of my family came down from 
Arizona to support her,’ Yellowhorse 
said. 

In addition to allowing the commu- 
nity to gather and reconnect, he said, the 
event also provides the acknowledge- 
ment that, ““We’re still here, still alive.” 

“Not a lot of people know we exist,” 
Yellowhorse said. “I went to the store 
the other day, and this lady asked me 
why I had long hair, and I said, ‘Because 
I’m Native American, [and] she said, ‘I 
thought they were extinct.’”

Chinese artists, music to visit Cal State Long Beach this week

The third annual Chinese Culture 
Festival will bring Chinese art and mu- 
sic to campus this week. 

The opening ceremony, scheduled 


‘to take place at the Carpenter Perform- 


ing Arts Center from 2 to 4 p.m., will 
feature a musical performance based on 
“Di Zi Gui,” a book about Chinese phi- 
losopher Confucius, whose teachings 
emphasized the importance of being a

first of three samples that will be col- 
lected by “Kelp Watch 2014,” a collabo- 
ration between Manley and Kai Vetter, 
the head of applied nuclear physics at 
the Lawrence Berkeley National Labo- 
ratory. 

The collaboration started when Man- 
ley wanted to test whether radioactive 
isotopes would hit the California coast 
three years after the 2011 Fukushima 
nuclear disaster. 

Kelp, which absorbs nutrients and 
concentrates, has the perfect structure 
for the study because it is abundant, 
Manley said. It is also easy to process 
because no chemicals are required to 
extract the radioactive isotopes, Manley 
said. 

Manley said: the. first test sample, 
which will serve as a baseline for the 


eeerest of the=study,is.expected to have 


little to no evidence of radioactive con- 
taminates. He said they hope to see 
changes as the samples come in over the 
course of the year. 

“This sample is a baseline,” Manley 
said. “But you never know what will 
show up.” 

Manley said he doesn’t think there 
is enough information available to the 
public about the implications of the 
Fukushima disaster on the California 
coastal areas, and that finding that in- 
formation is one of his main goals for 
“Kelp Watch 2014.” 

The campaign, which started with 
just a few sampling locations along 
the California coast, has gained both 
national and international attention, 
attracting more than 40 contributing 


scientists from locations as far north 


as Alaska as well as British Columbia, 


good person, according to the festival’s 
website. 

Prior to the opening ceremony, stu- 
dents, faculty and community mem- 
bers can view artwork from Chinese 
artists featured in the University Stu- 
dent Union ballrooms from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m., said Jeet Joshee, associate vice 
president of international education and 
dean of the College of Continuing and 
Professional Education. 

Joshee, who is hosting the open- 
ing ceremony, said he believes the art, 
which includes paintings, calligraphy 
and sculptures from both traditional and 
modern Chinese artists, will be a valu- 


able educational experience for those 
who visit. 

“Certainly, from a learning perspec- 
tive, it’s a great value for students, fac- 
ulty and community members that they 
get to see it,” he said. 

Attendees can also discuss the art- 
work with some of the artists directly or 
through translation by staff and volun- 
teers. Small plaques as well as booklets 
explaining each piece of work will be 
available for attendees, Joshee said. 

Musicians who will take part in the 
opening ceremony, such as soprano Guo 
Xingguang and pianist YiFu Yan, will 
also perform near the USU ballrooms. 


Last year’s festival, Joshee said, high- 
lighted Chinese food and culture to help 
combat misconceptions about the coun- 
try’s cuisine. 

“People understand when they say 
Chinese food, it’s all one, but it’s re- 
ally not,” Joshee said. “[The Chinese] 
have so many different types of foods 
depending on which part of China that 
you go to.” 

Joshee said that although the event’s 
focus changes every year, the goal re- 
mains the same: to increase awareness 
of Chinese culture and inspire people to 
learn more about China, which he said 
now is a more important country than

Guam and Chile. 

Manley said the testing site in Chile 
would serve as the ultimate baseline 
sample for the natural contaminants 
in kelp because radiation from Fuku- 
shima is not expected to have traveled 
that far. 

He also said there has been no study 
of this kind so far, and the results will 
identify just how much radiation has 
traveled through the Pacific Ocean in 
large kelp plumes and what organisms 
might be affected. 

“Life is very diverse,” said Manley. 
“Who knows what the effects can be?” 


Manley said that although he projects 
that the amount of radioactive material 
will not be harmful to humans, it will 
definitely affect the kelp forest ecosys- 
tem that houses more than 1,000 species 
of organisms. 

Researchers are funding the cam- 
paign, and, as of now, all participants 
have agreed to work on the campaign 
pro bono. There have been two dona- 
tions amounting to about $8,000 from 
the University of Southern California 
Sea Grant Program and Cal State Uni- 
versity Council on Ocean Affairs, Sci- 
ence and Technology.

“China has made strides in both the 
global market, financially [and] cultur- 
ally in education, so this awareness is 
very important for our students,” he 
said. “If we can make a little differ- 
ence in that regard, we will feel we suc- 
ceeded.” 

The weeklong event, which will 
come to a close Friday, is open to all, 
Joshee said. Some sponsors include 
the Corona Conservatory of Music, the 
Sino-American Friendship Association, 
DUZHE Magazine and the USA Inter- 
national Exchange Association, accord- 
ing to the website.

the city of San Francisco’s 

Board of Supervisors voted 

unanimously to limit the use of 
plastic water bottles on public property 
Tuesday. The initiative, which is await- 
ing approval by Mayor Edwin Lee, 
would take effect in October. 

The initiative also calls for the city 
to stop using funds to purchase single- 
use plastic water bottles. However, 
there would be an exception for large 
events, like San Francisco’s annual 
Gay Pride Parade, where there running 
water is not readily available. 

We see this as is a step in the right 
direction to create an environmentally 
aware society, and would like to see 
other cities in California follow suit. 
It’s a simple transition that can still 
have enough of a positive impact to 
make a difference. ; 

This initiative, however, is only 
applicable on public land and does not 
restrict private markets from selling 
bottled water. 

Even so, large water bottle compa- 
nies are trying. to fight the restrictions 
in order to protect the multi billion- 
dollar industry from a profit loss, 
according to an article in Reuters. 
They are arguing that if these bottles 
are banned from public buildings or 
events, people will turn to buying less 
healthy options such as soda. 

While the companies have the right 
to be concerned about their business, 
we think there are bigger environ- 
mental issues at stake, as plastic water 
bottles have been proven to be detri- 
mental to the environment. 

If left out in the sunlight, plastic 
takes less than a year to biodegrade, 
according to HowStuff Works.com, a 
Discovery Channel site. That sounds 
better than the myth that plastic never 
completely biodegrades, until we real- 
ize that little particles of plastic float 
in the ocean during the biodegradation 
process and our beloved sea critters 
ingest these toxic particles. 

Throughout the years, people have 
left a giant carbon footprint on the 
environment, and it seems it has only 
been in recent years that people are 
becoming aware of the damage that’s 
been caused. 

People need to try to mend the dam- 
age, but many don’t recycle or make 
changes to reduce waste. Hopefully 
the proposed initiative will help spread 
awareness of environmental issues. 

In response to the critics who ques- 
tion the city’s decision, we would also

Westboro “church” spreading hate to LBUSD

The Westboro Baptist “Church” 
graced the presence of Bellflower 
High school Monday, March 3. The 
group known for their heinous.anti-gay 
protests spent 30 minutes occupying a 
street medium off Bellflower Boule- 
vard and Centralia Street before they 
left, ending their 24 hours of activity in 
the Los Angeles area, according to the 
Long Beach Press Telegram. 

The Westboro Baptists also picketed 
local churches of various denomina- 
tions in Lakewood the previous Sunday. 
These Churches included: St. Timothy 
Lutheran, First United Methodist, and 
St. Pancratius Catholic Church. 

Despite their presence however, the 
Churches continued worship services 
as normal. 

“We just went about our busi- 
ness like it was a normal Sunday,” 
said Lui Tran, senior pastor at First 
United Methodist, in an article to the 
Press Telegram. “There were actually 
more people that attended [service]. 
I’m thankful that God created this 
country where we are free to agree and 
disagree.” 

During Westboro Baptist’s route of 
the L.A. area Monday, they made their 
semi-annual visit to Cal State Long 
Beach. 

Numerous students gathered around 
and watched, as The Westboro Baptists 


protested near the University Book- 
store. It was there they held up there 
infamous signs such as “God Hates Sin 
and Sinner,” “God Sent the Drought,” 
and various signs with terrible anti- 
homosexual remarks. 

In response to Westboro Baptist 
Church, and IJ use the term church in 
the loosest way possible, I have this to 
say: The display that is put in front of 
the churches and on campus is revolt- 
ing, infuriating and morally wrong. 
The signs that they carry project a 
hateful message and are blasphemous, 
ignorant, and bankrupt of Christian 
values. 

Those of Westboro Baptist entirely 
miss the point of Christianity and the 
message behind its philosophy.

Income Inequality and Income Mobility

It is now apparent that President Obama is focused on “income inequality.” 
You have already begun the process of increasing your income mobility by being in 
college. You are increasing your human capital which plays a strong role in upward 
mobility. Data show that 86 % of college graduates, 84% of dual-earner families, 
and 64% of people who were continuously employed left the lowest income rung. 
Over 53% of the lower rung people move out of the lowest rung with 4% moving 
to the top ladder in 20 years! Thus income inequality is not a static number. The 
relative mobility of individuals changes even when the group measure remains the 
same. Ninety-nine percent of black married couples with children made more money 
than their parents and sixty-two percent moved up the economic ladder. Economic 
mobility has not been destroyed. For absolute income inequality in current year 
dollars, the Census bureau shown the per capital income has increased from 
$22,346 in 2000 to $28,281 in 2012. Thus the absolute mobility has increased. How 
do we continue to increase income and the absolute mobility, not reducing inequality 
and class warfare, are the primary issues. 

There are major ways to increase the absolute and relative mobility. 

Increase the number of jobs available. Stop the growth of the bureaucracy and the 
stultifying federal regulations that allowed the large corporations fo prosper. Only 
when the drag of regulations is minimized and we change our policies to encourage 
savings and small business growth will we increase absolute income mobility. The 
solution is to start getting rid of unnecessary and counterproductive regulations. 


General Electric closed the last incandescent light bulb factory due to government 
regulations - we can neither manufacture nor import the light bulbs that people 


need to keep from having “curly-cue” light bulb headaches. 


Next, make it easier 


for commerce to flow. We frittered away the nearly billion dollar Obama stimulus 
instead of the promised national infrastructure of roads and bridges. Finally, instead 
of developing policies to please Wall Street and San Francisco billionaires, set up 
policies to help our basic industries in manufacturing, energy production, aerospace, 
and construction. Jobs in these industries are going overseas because of our 
regulatory and tax policies. Policies must be changed to help create US jobs. Most 
of the “cash for clunkers” went to foreign car manufacturers! The Oakland Bay 
Bridge was manufactured in China. Stop strangling US job creators with taxes 

and regulations. Help the economy instead of creating roadblocks and the US will 
recover and provide the job growth needed to narrow the income gap.

In spirit of the “Holi” cel- 
ebration, strangers hugged and 
danced on the Excelsior high 
school grounds in Norwalk Sat- 
urday as the sweet scent of pow- 
der clouded the air. 

The literal meaning of the 
Indian word “Holi” is burning. 

According to ancient In- 
dian tradition, the festival was 
originally known as “Holika,” 
named after the sister of an 
egotistic demon king who was 
angered that his son, Prahlad, 
refused to worship him. After 
many attempts to kill the child, 
who was protected by the be- 
nevolent Lord Vishnu, the de- 
mon king enticed his sister to 
step into fire with the child as 
he knew that she was impervi- 
ous to the flames. When she en- 
tered, she perished because her 
powers were used for evil, while 
Prahlad was left unscathed.

To Indians, Holi has cultural, 
social and even biological sig- 
nificance. People sing loudly, 
hug and dance while their skin 
absorbs the powder that is be- 
lieved to strengthen the ions 
in the body and penetrate the 


pores, while people overcome 
differences to come together 
and enjoy the day. 

Mischevious children threw 
colors in eyes and on cameras, 
lost in the joyous moment. 
Customarily, the culprit’s re- 
ply would be simply: “Buran 
a mano, Holi Hai,” meaning, 
‘Don’t get offended, it’s Holi!” 

While attendees weren't 
singing traditional Indian songs 
as they do in the festival’s coun- 
try of origin, dub step artists, 
devotional rock bands and vari- 
ations of kirtan music, or music 
based on religious chants, was 
performed. Merrymakers let 
loose and danced to their own 
beat, infusing styles of belly 
dance, Bollywood, yoga and 
even electronic. 

People danced in front of the 
main stage as Larisa Stow and 
the Shakti Tribe played Kirtan 
music and led chants of the uni- 
versal mantra “Hare Krishna.” 

Rather than encouraging 
partying and drug use, perform- 
ers encouraged festivalgoers to 
be sober, staying intoxicated in 
the moment by the cloudy air 
and the vibrant energy of others. 

“If you smoked something, 
or drank something, before you 
came here today, you’re not hav- 
ing as much fun as we are,” the 
announcer said. 

In traditional belief, the 
intoxication that comes from 
celebration and social interac- 
tion is meant to be natural, as 
merrymakers are overjoyed by 
the coming of spring and the 
transcendence of the social 
divide.
